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REMARKS 

Applicant gratefully appreciates the Examiner's notation of allowable subject 
matter. Applicant has amended claims 1 and 4. Thus, claims 1-23 are pending in the 
application and presented for examinatioa Applicant respectfully requests allowance of 
the present application in view of the following remarics: 

Response to Rejections under Section 1 12 : 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-4, 6-19 and 22-23 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement and as foiling to 
comply with , the enablement requirement The Examiner requiring the newly added 
limitation to be explicitly supported by the original disclosure, or a clear explanation be 
provided as to how the limitation is derived from the original disclosure if support is 
considered to be implicit 

In response Applicant has amended claim 1 to recite terminology more explicitly 
supported by the original disclosure but no less limiting that the prior claim language. 
Claim 1 now recites that the partially filled three dimensional shapes have an outer skin 
that encapsulates the shapes. 

Support for fee "three dimensional shapes" limitation can be found throughout the 
original disclosure. For example, jpage 9 lines 15-19 discloses that, without limitation, 
the shapes can be spheres, oblate spheroids and other shapes generally void of corners. 
All of these shapes are three dimensional. For another example, page 10, lines 2-3 
discloses that the internal structure need not be three dimensional, thereby implying that 
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the internal structure may be three dimensional. Any shape that that surrounds the three 
dimensional structure necessarily must be three dimensional. 

Support for the "outer skin that encapsulates the shapes" limitation can also be 
found throughout the original disclosure. For another example, page 13 lines 17-19 
discloses that the outer layer may provide an encapsulation function. For another 
example, page 11 lines 26-28 discloses that the sealing skin can enhance processing 
versatility. The term "sealing" implies encapsulation. 

Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw the Section 
1 12 rejection. 

Conclusion 

For the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted that the rejections set forth 
in the outstanding Office Action are inapplicable to the present claims. Accordingly, 
Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider the rejections and timely 
pass the application to allowance.
